been placed on the woman's chest. 


The medical.evidenee would 
show that ‘the deceased had. two 
wounds’ on her forchead, which 
were of such a severe nature that 
the bone waa brdken into about 
30 pleees, Er was seen by the 
doctor that the woman had a 
lass eye and gold teeth which 
subsequently. lead to her identity

Her home was traced to Maca, 
where she lived with a fitter, asa 
concabine. Se artived in Monz- 
kong on February 23, with the 
specific ‘intention of obtaining 
work, Aft, Macao, she had met the 
first defendant. who save her 
lodging at her house on arrival. 

The following day, the. seco rd 
defendant was. known ‘to have 
taken the .deceased out and re- 
turned alone. 

At’ ‘the beginning of March, 
efforts had been made by the de- 
fendants to seH a little boy who 
bad accompanied the deceased 
from Macao,

Japanese Warships Suffer. 


The vanguarda of the Southern 
truops fired upon the Japanese 
destroyers,; Hinoki, Momo, and 
Hamakaze, ay they passed alonis 
the shore, in the neighbourhood of 
which the destroyers were lying 
at anchor, at 7.30 in the morning, 
and cach destroyer was hit by 
several shots, but otherwise they 
sustained no damage. 

At about 8 in the morning, 
Southern soldiers rushed in the 
vicinity of the hulk of the N. K. K, 
the iron bridge of which had pre- 
viously been removed, and started 
looting. "The Japanese. landing 
party tried to repulse the Southern 
soldiers ag peacefully as possible, 
but the Southern soldiers poured 
near the hulk in a steady stream 
and fred. indiacriminately, which, 
resulted in’ the killing of one 1st 
class stoker of the Destroyer 
Momo, named Kameki Goto, Stray 
bullets were increasingly flying 
towards the hull, compelling the 
landing force to abandon tho hulk,: 
whereupon, the Commander of the, 
destroyer flotilla dAccommodated in 
‘the Momo Japanese refugees and. 
the bluejackets on guard in 
Hejaokuan. . 

One British, oa French, a 
Swedish, and a Norwegian sought 
asylum aboard the Japanese de-|, 
strover Hinoki from the Rritish 
Consulate building.

Despite’ all the terrible things 
that have happened in various 
places on the Yangtsze which have 
comes under the’ control - of the 
Nationalists, Labour M. Pls at 
Home still appear willing to place 


"| faith in the professions of Nation- 


alist spokesmen: regarding the 
ensuring of protection to foreign 
lives and property. Not only so, 
but there has yet apparently been 
no declaration from this quarter 
that the despatch of British forces 


‘}to the’ Bast has been vindicated 


by recent eventsan omission 
which. caused Sir John Simon, the 
well-known Liberal statesman, to 


administer a rebuke to the Labour 


Party a few days ago. One would 
have thought that after the ter- 
rible ordeal: which Britishers. and 
other foreigners underwent last 
week at Nanking that there would 
have been some appreciation’ of 
the fact that nothing short of ,a 
wholesalé massacre would have 
‘ovcurred’ but for the timely 
presence of British and American 
naval . forces, But. seemingly 
there are Labour Members of 


| Parliament who do not pay heed 


to such obvious lessons as were 
provided by those outrages, 
though we imagine that “they 
would adopt a rather different 
attitude were they themselves, or 
near relatives, placed in" the 
position in which these Nanking 
residents found themselves, ' 
Another point which strikes us 
in reading the questions put in the 
House of Commons regarding. the 
China crisig is that these Labour 
M. P.’s have the very: haziest dp- 
preciation of the real" situation, 
This was demonstrated a couple 
of days ago when both Comman- 
der'Kenworthy and Colonel Wedg- 
wood pressed the Government for 
a declaration! on the question of 
suggested aegétiations with the 
Nationalists regarding the future 
of the International Settlement at. 
Shanghal. “The point which these 
questioners’ always ‘appear to

Chinese situation. It is that the 
policy of patience and conciliation 
hitherto followed by Britain, is 
leading Chinesc extremists to be- 
lieve that British’ subjects exist 
only to be outraged and their pro- 
perty looted with impunity, We 
thoroughly endorse the view that 
no more concessions should be 
made to the Nationalists until they 
are in a position not only to 
promise but to‘ guarantee full 
protection .to foreigners and to 
foreign interests. 


Mental Chaos. 


The manner in which the 
‘Labour’, Unions in Shanghai 
have run riot of late was well 
illustrated yesterday in two 
Reuter messages from that port, 
vite of which told of the formation 
of a Union the members of whieh 
will only pay their landlords 50 
per cent. of the rent due, the other 
telling of how a “gunman” when 
convicted of murdering a loyal 
womun worker confessed that he 
was pald $10 to do the job by a 
prominent.member of the General 
Labour Unidn, lt wonld be 
difficult to find more convincing 
evidence of irresponsibility tha: 
this and we hope sincerely that 
such news items as these are 
telegraphed to London where there 
seems to be a lot of: false 
sympathy for the so-called Chinese 
“Labour” cause. There are. few 
men who will deny that there is 
a very big legjtimate sphere for 
trade unionism in  China—a 
country where workers are low- 
said and where the slandard of 
life of a worker is not sufficiently 
high to constitute a strong in- 
ducement to.a man to work at all. 
The. improvement of conditions 
and terms of |xbour, the helping 
on of much-necded social develope | 
ment and .many other worthy 
activities await attention at the 
hands of properly organised 
labour, but when the present or- 
yanisations stoop to hiring 
criminal gunmen to commit in- 
timidating murders they instantly 
Jose alt the support of those who, 
otherwise, would be anxious to do 
all possible to assist Labour in 
China to come more fully into its 
avn, The formation of . such 
foolish “Unions” as that for 
cutting tents in half without, ap- 
pérently, the slightest heed to the 
economics of the case. or without 
any reference to the owners of the 
propérty, furthe illustrates the 
madness of tho mental riot into 
which the ignotant. Chinese. people 
have been stampeded by Com: 
munists and’ othcr agitators. 
The véry foundations of the social 
structure ‘are threatened by such 
noisense, und this is,-apparently; 
what the Communists desire— 
calling it “a world-wide social re- 
volution,” Surely, the, hand of 
Moscow {s plainly soen behind 
this ferment in Shanghai, and it {g 
a foreboding interference and 
threat that ought te be fought 
with every resource at the hands 
of China’s, truest friends: -

On the other 
hand the small motor buses, which 
are nowadays entirely Chinese- 
owned, were all full, and there 
seemed to be more of them than 
ever. It ig stated that motor bus 
fares have been inercased. 

The extont of the boycott indi- 
eatés that there is organisation 
behind it, and this being 50 ‘it 
should be possible for the ‘aus, 
thorities to take action to put a 
“stop to a position which might 
have more serious consequences.

SPLUCKY RESCUE. 


EUROPEAN SAVES CHINESE 
WOMAN. : 


A. thrilling reseuc.of a young 
Chinese woman by a Ruropean was 
witnessed on ‘the harbour last 
evening, when Mr. H. Dreyer, 
manager of the Import Department 
‘of Mesars. Shewan, Tomes ald Co., 
Ltd., saved “the” woman, who: had- 
attempted suicide, 


Tho incident occurred just after 
the 8.165 pme'Star” ferryboat had 
loft Hongkong for Kowloon, the 
woman being amongst the passen- 
gers on the lower deck, Virst, in- 
timation ‘of something ‘amiss came 
when a commotion was heard below 
and passengers began shouting that 
nu woman had . jumped ‘overboard. 
Tho ferry-boat was stopped. and 
lifebuoys.. thrown out, whilst 
British “blucjackct immediately 
jumped into the water but failed 
to traco the woman. 


A fow minutes later, however, 
the woman was sighted about forty 
yards away from the ferry-boat, 
whereupon Mr. Dreyer, casting off 
his jacket, dived overboard and 
swam to her. A strong tide was 
running at the time, and as it was 
dark and the woman was wearing 
n biaék cost the work. of rescue 
was by no means easy. However, 


‘Mr. Dreyer pluckily persevered and 


eventually gripped the woman as 
she was going undorneath and 
brought her alongside the -ferry- 
boat.. . 

When the. woman was taken on: 
board, she’ was in great distress 
and Lieut. F. B. Quinn, R.N., who 
was also @ passenger, applied arti- 
ficial respiration, being assisted by 
several other passengers. By this 
time the ferry-boat was returning 
to Hongkong. in order that the

shan left the Wharf at 8.40 a.m., 
only forty minutes behind schedul- 
ed time. Commander Fitzgerald, 
S.N.O. of the, West ‘River, acted, 
as pilot, whilst.a Heutenant from 
the Hermes, who happened to be 
in Canton, assisted bluejackets in: 
firing the furnaces, 


» Many helpers. were available 
and the ship came alongside at 
4 p.m. yesterday, when the police, 
the Harbour: Master, and Naval 
Intelligence Officer ‘went on board 
for tho purpose of making 4n 
official report of the dffair. 


_ The naval ratings who assisted 
in bringing the vessel down from 
Canton were sent-back by the 
Lungshan which sailed at 2 am. 
to-day, . 


A probable reason for the atti- 
tude taken up by the crew-is that 
their demand, made sometime ago, 
for a.socia]. room on board the 
ship, had not been 
Ever sinco the refusal they had 
appeared to be rather unruly and 
on Wednesday” last they held a 
band concert: in the after ‘hold 
of the vessel. 


From enquiries made this morn- 
Ing, it appears that on the trip 
up river, the crew: of the Kinshan 
asked the Captain’s permission to 
use the a¢commodation set aside 
for the compradore’s staff as a 
meeting place for their branch’ of 
the Seamen’s Union. The Cap 
tain is said, to have replied that he 
was unable-to give the accommoda- 
tion asked for until the owners had 
been referred to and their express 
permission obtained, 


The matter apparently ended for 
the time being, and there was no 
manifestation of trouble until the 
Kinshan arrived at Canton, when 
the whole erew, with the exception 
of the ‘compradore’s staff and the 
deck-coolies, walked ashore without 
any notice, From the Canton 
Bund they later watched the steam- 
cr as it resumed the return trip 
with naval volunteer hands 
aboard.

STRAITS GOVERNOR. 


SURPRISE CAUSED IN 
CEYLON. 


The Colombo correspondent of 
the Pinang Gazette stutes that the 
announcoment -of the appoint- 
ment of Sir Hugh Clifford as 
Governor and High Oonmissioner 
was received with unfeigned sut- 
prise in Ceylon where Sir Hugh 
had been for only 18 months. 

Atnong the schemes which he 
contemplated is a system of de- 
marcating government land to 
peasant proprietors. He. .has 
enunciated his policy in this 
respect.

‘With his previous experience as 
Colonial Secretary of Ceylon, Sir 
Hugh Clifford began well an 
won the hearts of the people. He 
recently made speeches outlining 
his policy which contained fre- 
quent references to Malaya. 

Interviewed at Nuwara Eliya, 
Sir! Hugh Clifford, stated that 
personally he was sorry to leave 
Ceylon: as he was intensely in- 
terested In a scheme which he 
hoped would be brought to maturl- 
ty for tho establishment on, large 
aeale of peasant vroprictorship of 
inalienable holdings not suscep- 
tible of inheritance in. undivided 
shares. 

Considering hia twenty years of 
service. in. the Malay Peninsuld, 
he felt ho would be.of more use 
in. Malaya: than’ in Ceylon. He 
was ‘gratefu) for. the Secretary of 
State's. allowing him the option of 
the now post.

THE INDIAN ARMY. 


SANDHURST COMMITTEE 
MAKES THE REPORT. 


i London, March ‘31, 

The so-called Indian Sandhurst 
Committee, composed of prominent 
Indians presided over by Six An- 
drew Skeen, and appointed in 
1943 to enquire into the means of 
improving the number and quality 
of Indian candidates for army 
commissions, has reported recom- 
mending a great extension of the 
scope for the employment of In- 
‘dians in the highey ranks of the 
army. , ‘ 

Tt is a substantial progressive 
scheme for Indianisation, subject 
tdé'the maintenance of the present 
standard of efficiency, advocating 
that Indians be made cligible for 
commissions in the artillery, en- 
gincer, signal, tank and air arms 
of the army in India ’ 

The number of vacancies allot- 
ted to Indians at Sandhurst should 
be progressively increased until a 
military college on the’ lines of 
Sandhurst be established in India.
